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Old-Timer Says Bees Beat Cancer

SOUTH WOODSTOCK. Vt. (AP) — You get more talk than 


service down at Clyde Wood's garage these days. "Limited 
service: too much New Deal and old age." reads a sign posted 
on a grimy window. You probably won't get to borrow his tools 
cither, according to another sign: "No tools loaned: reasons 
same as you might have for not loaning your wife." But you can 
get honey as sweet as Wood's talk is tart. Wood, who should 
nave died in 1935 but wasn't ready, credits the venom from his 
40 swarms of bees with saving his life. 


As the New York Cancer Research Institute put it in a 1965 


annual report that Wood fingers like a precious Bible, "Why do 
beekeepers have the lowest incidence of cancer? "Perhaps it is 
because they are continually receiving injections of bee venom, 
i.e. bee stings, which cause an acute inflammatory reaction 
liberating histimine which then activates the reticuloendothelia 
system — another important defense mechanism against 
cancer." 


Wood puts it another way: "I wasn't exactly reconciled to

At 79, he still isn't ready. But Wood, who bills himself as "the 


l>eekeeper who eluded death." loves to tell the story. "It was 
Hodgkin's Disease." he intones. "I was doomed. It spread to 
my lung, my spleen and my arm." Wood recovered. 


His love of bees, whose angry buzz his speech resembles, 


began as a child, when he discovered his first wild hive. A lot 
lias happened since, he says. More than M state elections have 
come and gone. all. says Wood, with the same results. "You get 
together once every two years and you pick the damndest fool 
in town. Then you send him to the legislature." 


Men have invented pesticides and "gone about the business of 


eradicating themselves." Farmers have sold out and taken the 
clover with them. Without good clover, clover honey has 
become scarce. And that, says Wood, is the worst part of all. 
But bees haven't changed, and of that Wood is glad. The stocky 
while-haired mechanic, who thinks nothing of reaching bare- 
handed into a hive and pulling out bees by the handful, has 
harvested as much as 5.000 pounds of honey in a single year. 


"Shoot, just 'cause they can sting you doesn't mean they have

Cook remained free on $5,000 


bond pending sentencing. 


All three of the counts he was 


convicted on stemmed from the 
1974 sale of a Puerto Rican 
utility bond to a South Haven 
widow, 
Mrs. 
Winnifred 


LaFever. 


Patrick Devlin, an assistant 


state attorney general who 
prosecuted the case, argued 
during the trial that Cook had 
sold the bond to Mrs. LaFever 
for $5,750, even though it was 
never worth more than about 
19.2(10 on the open market. 


Two of the counts Cook was 


convicted on alleged he was 
fraudulent in failing to tell Mrs. 
LaFever of some of the material 
facts about the transaction, and 
for selling the bond for subs- 
tantially more than it was 
worth. Both carry maximum 
prison terms of up to three 
years. 


The third count on which he 


was convicted alleged he ob- 
tained money under false pre- 
tenses because he told Mrs. 
LaFever he would obtain the 
bond at the market price, with 
only a small commission, when 
in fact he made about a $550 
profit. The maximum prison 
term for that charge is 10 years. 


Two of the charges Cook was 


acquitted of revolved around his 
sale of gold and silver coins to 
Mrs. LaFever. The prosecution 
argued Cook purchased $26,974 
worth of coins for her, even 
though they were never worth 
more than $23,400 on the 
market. Cook was accused of 
omitting important facts about 
the sale to Mrs. LaFever. and 
failing to advise her that she 
would have not needed to sell as 
many of her other stocks to 
finance the sale as she did. 


The other charges Cook was 


acquitted on included: transact- 
ing business as a sales agent 
without being registered to do 
so; acting as an investment ad- 
visor without being registered; 
and taking custody of Mrs. 
LaFever's funds and securities 
contrary to law. 


One of the lawyers who 


formed 
Cook's 
three-man 


defense team, Atty. Richard 
Basinger, said the convictions 
would be appealed, but refused 
to comment further. 


Last August, Cook was found 


in default by U.S. District Judge 
Wendell Miles of Grand Rapids 
in a $10 million civil suit filed by 
77 former customers who 
claimed Cook sold them securi- 
ties in violation of federal Uw, 
according to the Associated 
Press. 


The AP quoted the judge as 


saying he took the action 
because Cook had allegedly 
destroyed documents in the case 
and failed to answer questions 
posed by the former customers. 
Final settlement of the suit is 
still pending, the wire service 
said.

•'... 125,000 bees in each hive." 
Woods gathers up his bee books and folds the yellowed 


newspaper clippings. "Basswood, now-that-makes good- 
honey," he says in a rush, and runs — in a beeline — up the 
stairs.

The retrial of the 10-year-old 


Bcnton Harbor case opened 
before U.S. District Judge Noel 
Fox. 


The plaintiffs (NAACP) are 


asking the court to order a 
desegregation plan that would 
include as many neighboring 
school districts to Bcnton Har- 
bor "as may have been found 
guilty of actions denying black 
children of protected rights." 


Such a desegregation plan 


could include cross-district 
busing or it could involve 
redrawing school district boun- 
daries. 


In the most recent brief, the 


plaintiffs portray the Coloma, 
Eati Claire. St. Joseph. Wa- 
tervliet and Riverside K-S dis- 
tricts as a sort of "white noose" 
around the predominantly black 
Bcnton Harbor school district. 


They argue that the concen- 


tration of blacks in Benton Har- 
bor has resulted from a long 
history of discriminalory prac- 
tices in the entire area. 


The plaintiffs are represented 


by Attorneys Thomas I. Atkins 
of Boston and Elijah Noel Jr.. of 
Memphis, Tcnn. Most recently, 
they represented the NAACP in

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Carter administration is con- 
sidering a new variation of a 
rejected 3-cent per gallon tax on 
gasoline to replace its proposal 
for a standby 5-cent tax killed in 
Congress two weeks ago. 


"We have not completely 


come to grips with the best way 
to deal with it," an administra- 
tion source said Monday night. 
"But we're considering some 
form of the 'Rostenkowski 3- 
center' that failed the first time 
— getting that re-introduced." 


The source said the adminis- 


tration has not decided what 
new variation of the 3-cent tax to 
propose. The tax was suggested 
originally by Rep. Dan Ros- 
tenkowski, D-II1., as a measure 
to conserve gasoline and finance 
mass 
transit 
and 
energy 


research. 


Carter's standby tax was 


rejected 27 to 10 by the House 
Ways and Means Committee on 
June 9. It would have added 5 
cents a gallon to the present 4- 
cent federal gasoline tax each 
year the nation failed to reach 
the President's conservation 
goals. 


•Carter proposed rebating the 


lax revenue to energy savers. 


As 
an 
alternative, 
Ros- 


tenkowski, a member of the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, suggested the 3-cent tax 
increase, effective in January. 
"We really didn't get down to 
how to distribute the revenue," 
Rostenkowski recalls, but some 
congressmen said some of the 
money should be used for public 
transportation. 


None of the money would have 


gone into rebates. 


The committee rejected Ros- 


tenkowski's measure on a 25-11 
vote the same day it turned 
down the Carter proposal. 


One reason for the defeat was 


concern 
by 
representatives 


from rural areas that much of 
the money would go to big cities 
with mass transit systems, like 


Chicago and New York. 


Although the ways and means 


panel report on its action makes 
no mention of specific revenue 
allocation, the administration 
source recalls that one penny of

Michigan May End 
Abortion Payments 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The 


Michigan 
legislature 
could 


renew its efforts to end state 
payments for poor women's 
abortions, in light of a landmark 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling. 


The Supreme Court, ruling on 


cases from Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania, ruled 6-3 Monday 
that neither the Constitution nor 
federal law requires states to 
pay for abortions when the lives 
of mothers are not endangered. 


"From what I gather of the 


ruling, if our state legislature 
decided our Medicaid payments 
should not fund abortions, then 
we wouldn't," said Paul Allen, 
chief deputy director of the state 
Department of Social Services, 
which administers the Medicaid 
program. 


He added, "That would really 


have a significant impact. It 
would really affect the poor." 


A budget measure containing 


a 
provision 
that 
barred 


Medicaid payments for abor- 
tions was enacted by Michigan 
lawmakers in 1975. But Atty. 
Gen. Frank Kelley issued an 
opinion which in effect over- 
turned the provision. 


Allen 
estimated 
that 
in 


Michigan, about 1,000 abortions 
perlormed each month qualify 


for Medicaid coverage at a total 
cost of about $2.5 million a year. 
The federal government pays a 
third of that and the state the 
remainder under the Medicaid 
program, intended to provide 
health care for the indigent. 


Now, the state's Medicaid 


program covers all abortions 
performed in the first 12 weeks 
of a pregnancy as long as they 
are performed by a licensed 
physician in a hospital, clinic or 
doctor's office.

Jimmy Carter almost from the day 


of his inauguration has taken the op- 
posite position of his predecessors. 


On numerous occasions he has 


mentioned a variety of ideas in 
settling the dispute which are activist 
in tone. 


On others he has relayed his 


thoughts through Vice President 
Walter Mondale who is his personal 
emissary to the world's 
capitals, 


Africa being the exception reserved 
for Andrew Young, our flamboyant 
ambassador to the United Nations.

statement delivered at San Francisco, 
Mondale

separate!;- aired points on to a single 
blueprint. 


The Administration carefully timed 


the speech.

Begin, Israel's new 


premier, had just assembled a coali-

with Carter at Washington in a few 
weeks.

Mondale called for putting 
this homeland under Jordanian con- 
trol.

'from encroaching upon the other 
should these territorial adjustments 
be agreed to, Mondale proposed 
policing by neutrals similar to the UN 
soldiery stationed between Arab and 
Israel forces at the Heights and in the 
Sinai desert. 


A fifth point outlined by Mondale, 


while not an ingredient as such in the 
formula is one intended to show U.S. 
support of the Israeli state. 


The U.S., he told the audience, will . 


not use arms sales to pressure Israel. 


"We might refuse to sell on military 


or economic grounds, but not on poli- 
tical grounds. We will not alter our 
commitment 
to Israel's 
military 


security," he explained. 


Though Mondale stated nothing 


which has not been mentioned already 
by him or Carter, or some of Jimmy's 
predecessors, the San Francisco sta- 
tement is new for drafting a complete 
give and taken from each side. 


If Arab recognition of Israel as a 


member of the world community is 
ethically sound, as we feel it is, then 
Israel's concession on the Palestinians 
displaced by Israel's creation 30 years 
ago is on the same equal moral plane. 


Similarly, the Israeli disclaimer of

The C-130 ~ 
Less Is Best 


WASHINGTON — The C-130 


Hercules is an Air Fofce cargo 
plane 
which, 
in 
theory, 


shouldn't have much of a fu- 
ture. It's 
propeller-driven, 


more than 2(1 years okl and built 
by Lockheed, a company beset 
by financial problems in recent 
years. 


But the C-130, like 
the 


Douglas DC-3 of earlier years 
and today's Boeing 727, is one of 
the few planes to be specially 
distinguished because of its 
outstanding 
utility 
and 


reliability. 


More than 1,500 C-130s have 


been sold by Lockheed since 
IKK. And now the plane is ac- 
tually holding its own in a fierce 
battle against a pair of newly 
designed jets in an Air Force 
competition 
to 
select 
a 


medium-range military trans- 
port for the 1980s and beyond. 


At a lime when a growing 


number of public officials are 
examining the "small is beau- 
tiful" philosophy, the C-130 
represents a "less is best" 
success story which ought to be 
embraced by taxpayers con- 
cerned about the billions spent 
annually 
for 
new military 


hardware. 


About five years ago the 


Defense 
Department 
began 


searching for something it 
called the AMST or Advanced 
Medium 
Short-Takeoff-and- 


Landing Transport — a plane 
which could carry 27,000 pounds 
of cargo in and out of a 2,000- 
fwit-long unimproved runway. 


Boeing 
and 
McDonnell 


Douglas won the competition to 
build two prototypes apiece. 
Tests still to be conducted 
presumably 
will 
determine 


which firm will be given the 
contract to build the entire Air 
Force fleet of almost 300 planes. 


But 
Lockheed 
and 
its 


workhorse refused to be count- 
ed out. The company produced 


a new design for a modified 
C-130 which would have both 
short-takeoff-and-tanding 
capability and increased cargo 
capacity. 


The improved C-130 began to 


pick up support on Capitol Hill 
from a strange coalition, com- 
posed of both staunch sup- 
porters of a strong military es- 
tablishment and outspoken ad- 
vocates of sharply reduced 
Pentagon spending. 


Among the conservatives in 


the former category was Sen. 
Milton R Young, R-N.D., who 
noted that "I have always been 
a strong believer in the most 
modern military 
equipment 


possible." 


But Young vigorously op- 


posed spending Air Force 
money for the YC-14 built by 
Boeing or the YC-15 built by 
McDonnell Douglas on the 
grounds that "the C-130 is a 
classic example of an in-invcn- 
tory piece of military equip- 
ment doing a good job with a 
useful life remaining." 


At the other end of the poli- 


tical spectrum were liberals 
such as Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., 
who said the new jets would 
cost far more than they're 
worth. 


The YCrl4 and YC-15 are. of 


course, significantly better than 
the C-130 in several respects. 
They can carry a payload 25 tci 
33 per cent heavier and they can 
climb and fly faster because 
they are jet-powered. 


But there is a price For 


improved 
performance. 


Lockheed boasts ils plane's fuel 
consumption is only half that of 
the jets. 
In addition, the 


improved C-130 will cost just 
under (9 million, while current 
estimates for the YC-14 and 
YC-15 range from $13 million to 
$18 million — not counting the 
$230 million already spent on 
research and development. 


Soviets Are 


Tightening Noose 


After some weeks of silence 


on the subject, both Jimmy 
Carter and Secretary of Slate 
Cyrus Vance have spoken out on 
the subject of Soviet violation of 
human rights, and, for his 
pains, Pravda has blasted 
Carter as an "enemy of de- 
tente." Sovtet-U.S. relations are 
now in their chilliest phase 
since the early 1960s, and it may 
be coincidental that Carter is 
reported ready to give the go- 
ahead on the new B-l bomber. 


In his report to the Congres- 


sional committee charged with 
monitoring 
the 
Helsinki 


agreement. 
Carter 
cited 


increases in the number of 
cases 
in 
which 
family 


reunification was denied, where 
Western journalists were res- 
tricted or expelled, and in which 
tight controls were maintained 
over the movement of persons 
and the dissemination of infor- 
mation. 


Meanwhile, no doubt to show 


their contempt for the forth- 
coming Belgrade conference on 
the Helsinki agreement, the 
Soviets have undertaken a 
savage campaign of repression 
against the dissidents. 


In a speech, Brezhnev made 


crystal clear the official attitude 
toward human rights: "Political 
freedoms are granted in accor- 
dance with the interests of the 
people and with the aim of 
strengthening 
the socialist 


(Communist) system." Or, as 
George Orwell succinctly put it, 
slavery is freedom. 


The new Soviet constitution, 


just published, is an ironic joke, 
loo. For some time the Soviets 
have been laboring on Ihis 
documenl, designed lo replace 
the 1836 constitution, regarded 
as tainted by association with 
Stalin. 


The new document turns out 


to be much more tolalitarian 
than the Sfalin constitution. 


It enables Comrade Brezhnev, 


now party boss, to hold also the 
job of president, now vacated by 
the purged Nikolai Portgorny. 


It lists the same freedoms as 


the Stalin constitution — free 
speech, press, and assembly — 
but stales flatly that they can 
only be used to strengthen the 
Soviet system. (In I9M, when 
those freedoms were written in- 


to the text, Stalin's murderous 
purge was at ils peak.) 


And while the Stalin constilu- 


tion mentioned the Communist 
Party only twice, the new one 
spells out clearly the totali- 
tarian structure: "The ruling 
and directing power of Soviet 
society, the heart of its political 
system and of all the state and 
public organizations, is the 
Communisl Party of Ihe Soviet 
Union." 


Well, there you have it. It 


would be difficult to formulate a 
more repressive and reac- 
tionary syslem. These are Ihe 
people whom Carter is lecturing 
on "human rights." 


But. having said A, why 


slxiuld Carter not go ahead and 
say B and C? 


Why should we conlinuc lo 


prop up this rotten system? 
Why do we provide the Soviets 
with food, computers, and Pepsi 
Cola? If we are refusing to sell 
jet planes lo the Shah of Iran 
and to Brazil, why provide ad- 
vanced technology and generous 
credits to the Soviets? 


Henry Kissinger viewed such 


trade relations as a way of 
influencing Soviet behavior. 
That may be the grimmest joke 
of Ihe 20lh century.

The Michigan Liquor Control Commission (MLCC) is scheduled lo hold a hearing in 


I-ansing today on appeals of the MLCC's denial of a takeout liquor license transfer in St. 
Joseph. The MLCC on April 22 denied the transfer from the Uptown Drug Comany to Clay and 
Rose Waldo operators of Waldo's Party' store, 1609 Lake Shore drive. 


The Waldos appealed the decision along with the present licensees, Elmer and Carol, 


Greening, officers of Uptown Drug Company which formerly owrned the pharmacy at 1021 
Main street. Mrs. Greening said she and her husband believe the denial of transfer resulted 
from a misunderstanding. She explained they sold the Uptown Drug store, to William Beery 
last November. Beery did not want the takeout liquor license, and it was placed in escrow. 


Beery told The Herald-Palladium he is against the sale of liquor because of religious 


convictions and made no attempt to get the license when he bought the store which is now 
Beery's Uptown Pharmacy. Mrs. Greening said that apparently the MLCC thought "we 
didn't want him to have the license, but he didn't want it at all." 


The MLCC held in April it could not find good cause for the transfer. "I don't want to be 


in the liquor business. I never had the license and don't want it," Beery said. He added he 
is a Pentecostal and member of a Pentecostal outreach group in South Bend. The Waldos 
presently have an SDM license takeout for beer and wine. The license they are trying to 
obtain is SDD, hard liquor takeout.

ble, if left in tact. Hart said he 
hopes these can be ironed out 
before the commission votes to 
enact the ordinance. 


About 25 members of the 


landlords' organization attend- 
ed the nearly two-hour hearing, 
and the half-dozen who spoke, 
including Hart, centered on 
three major areas of concern. 


One is a provision permitting 


tenants to contract for repairs of 
minor delects and deduct the 
cost from his rent payments, if 
the landlords don't have the 
work done within two weeks 
after after being notified of the 
problem by tenants. 


Hart said, except for jobs vital 


for safety purposes, it's impos- 
sible to gel contraclors on jobs 
in two weeks. 


Another concern is a provision 


requiring landlords to "keep all 
areas of his building, grounds, 
facilities, and appurtenances in 
a clean and sanitary condition." 


Hart asked. "What if a tenant 


has a beer parly and leaves the 
place a mess?" Ally. Hughes 
said Ihe provision actually 
means that tenants must keep 
clean their own living unit, 
while landlords must keep clean 
common areas, such as hall- 
ways and porches. 


Another concern is a provision

I.Dear Ann Landers: 1 am 
writing in response to the wel- 
fare mothers who signed them- 
selves "Sick Of The Labels In 
St. Paul." they wanted to "help 
educate the damn fools" who 
criticize people on relief. 


How about a little education 


concerning the snow job these 
women are giving? They didn't 
say they wanted to work or bet- 
ter themselves by receiving job 
^skills. They just want the tax- 
payers to pick up the tab so they 
can stay home. 


I am employed by the Public 


Welfare Division and carry a 
caseload of 160 ADC families. 1 
encourage 
employment 
and 


training whenever it's feasible, 
but most ADC mothers do not 
want to work. Some say they are 
Sick and can't take a job. One 
woman I see regularly must be 
at home when her 16-year-old 
son comes from school so she 
crjuldn't possibly work. Another 
bos no car and refuses to take a 


bus. Still another will not work 
because the cost of her food 
stamps would go up. (She 
doesn't realize she could add 
S500 to her monthly income.) 


An ADC mother can earn over 


JSU) a month and still receive 
financial assistance from wel- 
fare (depending on the amount 
paid for child care), food 
stamps, free medical services, 
free dental services and emer- 
gency help if needed. Of course, 
with high incomes, the cost of 
the food stamps goes up — but 
why shouldn't it? 


Our community (as do most 


others) has numerous advan- 
tages for ADC mothers who seek 
training. They can receive 
through local TON offices free 
child care, transportation and 
meals, plus tuition, books and 
supplies paid via federal grants. 
These are all in addition to their 
full welfare grants. 


So you see the advantages are 


many for the ADC mother who 


is in training or employed, yet I 
find very few women who want 
to acquire the needed skills to 
get off welfare. Those who use 
the excuse of "being worse off 
when wwking" don't have their 
tacts straight — or they are us- 
ing this as an excuse for not be- 
ing self-supporting. If you want 
to be fair to both sides you will 
print this, Ann. — A Conscien-

Or have I caused 
irreparable damage to my 
body? Otherwise I am in ex- 
cellent health, including being 
mentally alert and feeling bet- 
ter than I can ever remember. 


My weight dropped from 211 


to 190 pounds during this 
period. My blood pressure 
averages 120 over 70 and I feel 
like a young man. 


DEAR READER — You are a 


young man. And there is a good 
chance that your interest in sex 
and sexual responses will return 
to normal. 


Part of this will depend upon 


how much damage you may 
have done to your liver. Eleven 
years of alcoholism is a real in- 
sult to the body. The liver has an 
important role in eliminating 
estrogens and maintaining a 
proper balance between male 
and female hormones. 


You should know that alcohol 


has a direct effect on the tes- 
ticles, resulting in a decrease in 
male hormone production. In a 
study of men who consume an 
equivalent of one and one-fourth 
pints of 80 proof whiskey a day 
for four weeks. Dr. Gary Gordon 
of New York Medical College 
found a 21 to 50 per cent 
decrease 
in 
testosterone 


production. 
And 
the tes- 


tosterone in the blood stream 
was more rapidly removed. 


Your weight loss has also 


been a factor. Men in starvation 
situations lose all interest in 
sex.

Through the years I've no- 
ticed it's been necessary for me 
to boost the volume of the 
phones—bit by bit. I'm worried 
the phones are damaging my 
hearing and yet I have to use 
them in my work. How harmful 
are headphones to the ears? 


DEAR • READER - The 


headphones are not harmful — 
it is the sound that comes out of 
them. If the noise level is low- 
enough it should not harm your 
ears. But if you have high in- 
tensity noise exposure regularly 
it will induce ear damage. 


Of course you may be having 


changes in your hearing that are 
completely unrelated to your 
headphones. I would suggest 
that you see an ear, nose and 
throat specialist and have your 
hearing checked. You may have 
a completely different condition 
that he can help you with.

Animal- Human Transplant Fails 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 


(AP) 
- Dr. Christiaan Bar- 


nard's first attempt to bolster 
an ailing human heart with the 
transplant of an animal heart 
ended in failure early today. 


Barnard, the pioneer heart 


transplant surgeon, and his 
team at Groote Schuur Hospital 
implanted a baboon's heart 
alongside the diseased heart cf 
a human patient in a 10-hour 
operation Monday. A hospital 
spokesman said the patient 
died at 3 a.m. today. 


Neither the name, age nor 


sex of the patient was an- 
nounced. 


Dr. Barnard told an inter- 


viewer in March that he would 
perform such an operation onl\ 
as a last resort to save a pa 
tient's 
life. 
He said 
am 


improvement in the patient's 
condition could only be tern 
porary because the body even 
tually would reject the animal 
organ. But he said the animal 
heart might work long enough 
for the patient's heart to make 
some recovery' or might keep 
the patient alive until a suita- 
ble 
human 
heart 
became 


available. 


In a similar operation 13 


years ago, doctors at the 
University 
of 
Mississippi 


replaced the heart of a 68- 


year-old man with the heart of- 
a 96-pound chimpanzee. The 
man died an hour later. The 
doctors reported that while 
transplants of chimpanzee kid- 
neys to humans had been suc- 
cessful, it was "apparent that 
the heart of the lower primate, 
at least al the chimpanzee 
level, is not quite large enough 
lo support the circulatory load 
of the adult human being." 


Dr. Barnard, now 53, per- 


formed the world's first human 
heart transplant in 1967. Since 
then, hundreds of such opera- 
tions have been performed in a 
number of countries, and doc- 
tors 
now 
consider 
the 


maximum time of survival 
after the operation to be more 
than five years.

The in- 
dustrial park would be south- 
west of the intersection of Niles 
road and 1-94. 


Under Nye's plan, the 17 acres 


would drain into two ponds with 
a capacity to hold some 140,000 
cubic feet of water, Rushlow 
said. Even if the entire park 
were developed he said, the 
ponds would enable the existing 
drain tube to handle all of the 
water that would come from the 
worst storm in 10 years of a 
duration of 15 minutes. He in- 
dicated this was an accepted 
engineering standard. 


Residents and some board 


members disagreed. Benson 
said that as soon as the rela- 
tively absorbent farmland is 
partly covered with parking lots 
and buildings "it's more water 
for Pinebrook." 


Nye agreed that the amount of 


water would be more, but he 
said that through the system of 
ponds, the amount of run-off 
water going into the drain at 
any given time would be less. 


Berrien Drain Commissioner 


Carl Gnodtke, who called a 
hearing in conjunction with the 
meeting of the township board, 
told the audience that while 
Nye's plan won't eliminate the 
chronic drainage problems in 
Pinebrook, "in my opinion it 
will help you."

Gnodtke said he will wait for 


the approval of the township 
board before he approves Nye's 
plan.

In related action Monday, the 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted 13 to 7 to enable 
industries and utilities that in- 
vest in facilities using fuel other 
than oil or natural gas to take 
cither a special tax refund or an 
extra investment tax credit. 


The refund would be up to 100 


per cent of an oil levy the com- 
mittee approved Friday of 30 
cents a barrel beginning in 1979 
and rising to $3 a barrel by 1985. 
Carter had proposed a tax 
starting at 90 cents and rising to 
*3. 


The refund also would apply 


to the panel's tax on natural gas 
used by industry, amounting to 
20 cents per thousand cubic feet 
in 1979, rising to $1.10 in 1985. 
Carter sought 39 cents rising to

For utilities, the refund would 


cover a tax in 1983 of $1.50 per 
barrel 
of 
oil, as

proposed. It would return a

nually .through Medicaid. the 
federal health service for the 
poor. This accounts for 300,000 
abortions annually, at a cost of 
$50 million.

teenagers. 


Discussing the subject of 


abortions performed to save 
lives, Powell wrote, "The Cons- 
titution imposes no obligation 
on the states to pay for the 
pregnancy-related expenses of 
indigent women, or, indeed to 
pay any of medical expenses of 
indigents." 


Joining Powell were Chief 


Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices William H. Rehnquist, 
John Paul Stevens, Potter 
Stewart and Byron R. White. 


Dissenting 
were 
Justice 


Harry A. Blackmun and two 
consistently liberal members, 
Thurgood Marshall and William 
J. Brennan Jr. 


Blackmun, author of the 


landmark 1973 decision which 
banned 
government 
in- 


terference 
in 
a 
woman's 


decision to have an abortion 
during the first three months of 
pregnancy, called Monday's 
decision "punitive and tragic." 


Marshall said laws upheld by 


the court's decision "brutally 
coerce poor women to bear 
children whom society will 
scorn for every day of their 
lives. 


"I am apalled at the ethical 


bankruptcy of those who preach 
a 'right to life' that means, 
under present social policies a 
bare existence in utter misery 
for so many poor women and 
their children," Marshall said. 


As soon as it learned about the 


court's ruling, the National 
Women's Political 
Caucus 


promised to "mobilize public 
opinion, which overwhelmingly 
favors a woman's right to con- 
trol her own body." 


But Dr. Mildred F. Jefferson, 


president of the anti-abortion 
Right to Life group in Boston, 
said that the court's decision "is 
a victory for the poor people of 
this country."

Judge 
Hughes 
said

Michigan court ruling cited by 
DeLce's attorney, John Dewane 
of St. Joseph, also played a part 
. in tiie dismissal. The ruling 


held that a person cannot be 


convicted of perjury solely on 
the testimony of one person; 
there must be corroborating 
testimony. 


The DeLee charge was dis- 


missed without prejudice to the 
prosecution, meaning the case 
can be renewed by the 
prosecutor if he wishes. Quentin 
Fulcher said he did not know if 
the case would be revived again. 


DeLee has been suspended 


from the Niles police depart- 
ment since April of 1976, when 
the grand jury returned an in- 
dictment against him.

William Raabe was convicted

Private Gambling Taboo 
Constitutional, Court Says 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A 


state law prohibiting even 
private gambling is constitu- 
tional, the state Court of Ap- 
peals said today. 


'The court upheld a lower 


court ruling that the law applied 
to seven Oakland County per- 
sons arrested after playing 
poker and baccarat at a private 
apartment for stakes as high as 
several thousand dollars. 
• The 
gambling 
incidents 


allegedly occurred on three 
days in May 1974. All seven 
persons were • charged with 
conspiracy to violate stale 
gambling laws, but a district 


court judge dismissed 
the 


complaint, saying the law did 
not apply to the case. 


Oakland County Judge Arthur 


Moore later reversed that ruling 
and the appeals court agreed. 


It said the law was not uncon- 


stitutionally vague, nor did it 
violate the first amendment 
freedom of speech. ^ 


In another opinion today, the 


court said it disapproves of 
"judge shopping" by prosecu- 
tors trying to press a charge but 
said there is no law to slop it. 


The court ruled on a case in- 


volving Jackie Nevitt, charged 
with assault. One'judge dis- 


missed the case, saying there 
was not enough evidence a 
crime had been committed. But 
the prosecutor brought the 
charge again before a second 
judge, who agreed to send 
Nevitt to trial. 


Nevitt then asked that the 


charges 
be 
dismissed. 
A 


Kalamazoo County Circuit Court 
judge dismissed them, saying 
the prosecutor was guilty of 
"judge shopping." 


The appeals court reversed 


that dismissal, however. It said 
although it finds "judge shop- 
ping" offensive, there is no law 
to prevent it. 


The council had come under 


pressure from the Chamber of 
Commerce and business com- 
munity not to undertake the 
program for fear the move 
would be a bad public relations 
gesture and drive out-of-town 
shoppers away.

"Our problem at the beaches

said the revenue from the fee 
would have gone for increased 
law enforcement and beach 
maintenance. The city expects 
to spend nearly $30,000 for ser- 
vices related to the beach this 
summer. 


The decision left Sharon with 


12,000 dated parking permits 
that cost over S500. Sharon 
defended the purchase, noting 
that it required time to obtain 
the permits from a printer and 
that he couldn't take a chance of 
having the council implement a 
plan and then not have the 
necessary materials.

In Geneva township, the city 


will seek revenue from one mill 
per dollar of SEV as opposed to 
a previous charge of two mills 
on, assessed valuation. The 
change is expected to increase 


revenue from the S7.658 paid 
last year to $11,445. The con- 
tract is for one year. 


In South Haven township, the 


city will seek revenue from two 
mills per dollar of SEV opposed 
to a previous charge of three 
mills on assessed valuation. The 
change is expected to increase 
revenue from the $21,091 paid 
last year to S34.664.

PAW PAW — Paw Paw voters will decide the fate of a 19.!l2-mill 


property tax levy for sclutol operations during a special election 
scheduled for July 18. The school board voted 6 to 1 last night to 
put lire measure on the ballot. The same proposal was defeated 450 
to 342 during the .lunc 13 annual election. 


The package combines a renewal of 18.42 mills which expired 


with the last tax collection, plus a 1.5 mill increase. It would raise 
about §1,932,000 in taxes and-state aid, if approved, toward the 
district's 1977-78 budget of $3.4 million. The lone dissenter was 
board member Robert Tcske, who favored splitting the package 
into two separate proposals, the 18.4 mill renewal and the 1.5-mill 
increase. His motion to do so died tor lack of a second. 


Voting to place the proposal on the ballot were Betty Rasmus- 


sen, Robert LaKuc, Gloria -lean Berry. Douglas Howe, William 
lihodcs, and Kenneth Taylor. I.aRue, noting that only about 800 of 
the district's approximatley 5.00(1 registered voters turned out for 
the .Tune 13 election, said a concerted effort must be made to 
"sell" those who did not vote on the millage if it is to be passed. 
Several persons in the audience volunteered to phono voters to 
support the proposition. 


Taylor blamed the defeat in part on what he said was voter 


concern over plans to build a $70,000 administration building. The 
Iniilding, according to the board, will free three classrooms in the 
high school now used for administrative offices. A motion by 
Taylor to slop work on the project died for lack of a second. 


In other areas, the board approved a plan by the booster club lo

The whooping crane, the international symbol of endangered 


wildlife, is starring in the new U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service film 
"A Great White Bird." 


Photographed on location in the United States and Canada, the 


-50-minute color movie traces the history of whooping crane 
^conservation, fronvthe early crusades to protect the birds led by 
;Robert Porter Allen of the National Audubon Society to today's 
'scientific experiments aimed at increasing whoopcr numbers. 


More than two years in the making, the film documents the 


exhausting search for the cranes' mysterious breeding grounds 
and their perilous 2,500-mile annual migration from the Texas 
.'Gulf Coast to the Canadian north. 


- The whoopcrs star by leaping high in ballet-like mating dances, 
'lending their young in the solitude of Canada's remote Northwest 
•Territories, feeding leisurely in the Texas marshes where they 
'winter and soaring high in majestic flight. 


Several times during this century, the population of migratory 


whooping cranes has plummeted to less than 20 birds, leaving the 
species teetering on the brink of extinction. Although whoopcr 
numbers are still low, the film ends on a cautious note of 
optimism as it portrays U.S. and Canadian biologists working on 
a unique project to augment the current population by creating a 
second wild whooping crane flock at Grays Lake National Wildlife 
Refuge in Idaho. 
. "A Great White Bird" was produced by the National Film 
Board of Canada in cooperation with the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Canadian Wildlife Service. It is available for 
rental and purchase from the National Audiovisual Center.

of large mesh gill nets and 
banned the sale of salmon eggs 
taken by sport fishermen to all 
but state-approved facilities. 


Under the new deer regula- 


tions, hunters will be issued a 
"landowner's limited permit" 
only if he agrees to allow public 
hunting under his control. To 
quality, he must OWTI or operate 
at least 40 acres of huntable 
land that is used for the com- 
mercial production of agricul- 
tural, horticultural, or or- 
namental crops.

many eggs as possible for as 
many dollars 
as possible. 


Regulations are needed to pro- 
tect the sport and fragile stream 
ecology'."

the purse seine, a commercial 
fishing gear used extensively in 
ocean fishing but never before 
used on the Great Lakes. 


A purse seine — pronounced 


"sane" — is a large net with 
sinkers on one edge and floats 
on the other. It is designed to be 
set around a school of fish so 
that, after the ends have been 
brought together, the bottom 
can be closed to contain the fish. 


The two-year test project is 


being carried out in cooperation 
with the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, which 
will incorporate the project 
results 
into 
overall 


management 
plans for the 


Great Lakes. 


Funding for the project comes 


from the Michigan Sea Grant 
Program, a cooperative effort of 
the University of Michigan and 
Michigan 
State 
University, 


together with the Upper Great 
Lakes Regional Commission 
and the Leland Fish Company. 
Sea Grant is designing and 
coordinating the project, and 
the Leland Company is con- 
ducting the actual field opera- 
lions. 


According to project coor- 


dinator Tom Kelly, a Michigan 
Sea Grant field agent, "we hope 
that the purse seine will provide 
a commercial fishing method 
that does not conflict with sport 
fishing and other commercial 
fishing. 


"The primary advantage of 


the purse seine is that it can be 
used to harvest fish selec- 
tively," he says. "Any fish 
caught accidentally — such as 
salmon, trout, or any under- 
sized, protected, or sport fish — 
can be returned to the water 
unharmed. 


"And unlike the gill net, 


which remains in the water for 
extended periods, the purse 
seine stays in for less than an 
hour, reducing the likelihood of 
snagging the lines of sport 
fishermen." 


Other advantages of the purse 


seine, Kelly adds, are that it is 
adaptable to some existing 
Great Lakes fishing tugs, and 
that it can be used to harvest a 
wide variety of fish. 


"Primary target fish for the 


project are lake whitefish, 
round whitefish (known locally 
as mcnominee), yellow perch, 
and traditionally underutilized 
species such as 
freshwater 


mullet (sucker)," he says. 


"If this experiment with the 


purse seine is successful, the 
net may become useful to com- 
mercial fishermen to explore 
areas not currently 
being 


fished," Kelly notes. "Along 
with trap nets, the purse seine 
could become a practical alter- 
native to gill nets for commer- 
cial 
fishing on the 
Great 


Lakes."

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School Board Seeking Summer Tax Collection In BH 


The Benton Harbor school board unanimously adopted a 


resolution Monday nisht requesting that half of the school's taws 
be collected by the City of Benton Harbor in the summer, rather 
than a total collection in the winter period. Larry Rankens, group 
director of business and finance for BIIAS. said the summer 
collection is requested to lessen the need to borrow money for 
operating expenses. 


The Benton Harbor school district has four collection agents for 


its school taxes that are billed only in the winter. The taxes are 
collected by the oily and Townships of Benton, St. Joseph and 
Pipestone. Townships do not collect taxes in the summer. The 
proposed summer collection would affect only the city. Rankens 
estimated it would save the school district $15.000 to S20.0UU a year 
in interest payments resulting from borrowing to provide opera- 
tional cash. 


Under the proposal, approximately 15 mills in school taxes 


would be added to the 23 mills levied by the city in the summer. 
Remainder of the school taxes would be billed in the winter. The 
proposal now goes to the Benton Harbor city commission. If 
adopted, it would start in the summer of 1978. The St. Joseph city 
commission recently turned down a similar proposal from the St. 
Joseph board of education. 


hi other matters last night, the Benton Harbor school board ac- 


cepted resignations from three administrators who are leaving for 
other jobs.

He was the last of 
10 chiropractors in Michigan, 
Indiana and Illinois to be sen- 
tenced in connection with the 
scheme. 


He had pleaded no contest in 


April to one federal count of 
receiving a kickback as part of 
Medicaid payments made on 
claims 
submitted 
by 
the 


bankrupt Chem-Tech Labora- 
tories of Fort Wayne. 


McDonald also was ordered 


by Federal Judge Jesse Esch- 
bach to make restitution of $200 
to Medicaid and Medicare. 


The Benton Harbor man had 


been indicted by a federal grand 
jury on eight counts of mail 
fraud and two counts of receiv- 
ing kickbacks, all in 1974. All 
but the one kickback charge on 
which he pleaded have since 
been dismissed. 


Atty. Harry Creager of St. 


Joseph. McDonald's counsel, 
reported that Judge Eschbach 
noted at the sentencing that the 


law was very obscure on the 
central issue of the case as to 
whether laboratory tests or- 
dered by chiropractors were 
covered 
under 
Medicaid- 


Medicare. 


The judge said from the bench 


he and two law clerks had spent 
many hours reading everything 
available in Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield manuals and bulletins 
and 
Medicaid-Medicare 


publications. Only then, the 
judge said, according to Atty. 
Creager, was he able to resolve 
to his own satisfaction that 
laboratory tests ordered by 
chiropractors \rere not covered 
by Medicaid-Medicare. 


Judge Eschbach said that he 


could 
understand 
how 


chiropractors, 
including 


McDonald, did. not know they 
were violating any laws, ac- 
cording to Creager. 


The judge also said in court 


that as late as mid or late 1975 a 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield official 
publicly said the question of 
whether laboratory tests or- 
dered by chiropractors were 
covered by Medicaid-Medicare 
was still not resolved, Creager 
reported.

WARNINGS ABOUT DIAMONDS 


Among the top big-ticket phone frauds of 1977 will 


be diamond frauds. And even if you have never 
bought diamonds, and don't trade in stocks, you still 
may become the victim of a smooth-talking pitchman 
who will reach you by phone and convince you to take 
thousands of dollars out of your savings deposits or 
bonds and buy diamonds. Gems traditionally glitter 
in the eyes of the average individual. And all of us 
have some degree of larceny within ourselves which 
tends to make us believe we can pile up a fortune by 
risking a small stake. The con man's success is built 
on our greed and gullibility. 


Of course there are legitimate 


companies selling diamonds to 
the public all over the U.S.! But 
most of you who will get a 
telephone sales pitch will lack 
two fundamentals for successful 
diamond investing: knowledge 
to measure quality and access to 
a resale market. If you want to 
buy diamonds for investment or 
speculative gain, make sure you 
can tell the difference between 
the swindlers and legitimate 
sellers. A few vital guidelines: - 


Never buy diamonds over the 


phone from a company and 
salesman utterly unfamiliar to 
you. This is downright stupid. 


Never pay top dollar for small 


stones of low quality that 
promoters often are pushing as 
"investment grade" stones. 
Measure size and quality vs. 
price. Ask a reputable jeweler. 


Never buy stones without a 


certificate^ 
from 
the 


Gcmologic'al 
Institute 
of 


America or a gem lab you have 
thoroughly investigated, and 
that uses the GIA standards for 
grading diamonds. (Warning: 
some promoters set up their 
own gem labs which turn out not 
only gradings describing the 
physical characteristics of the 
stones but also appraisals 
which, mysteriously enough, 
systematically appraise the 
stones at a higher value than 
you are paying for them. You 
need not be a 
cynic to see 


through that racket.) 


Never believe any salesman's 


claims about appreciation, cer- 
tification, (niality, money-back 
guarantees, resale options, in- 
surance, appraised evaluation, 
replacement costs, escrow or 
trust accounts — UNLESS these 
claims are in writing on com- 
pany letterhead signed by an 
officer. Until then don't even 
blither to proceed 
with a 


checkout. 


Never clean out your savings 


account to put the money in 
diamonds. It has happened. Ac- 
cording to Karl Lauby of the 
New York Better Business 
Bureau. "People who shop 
weeks to save $3110 on an au- 
tomobile will send $8,000 for 


diamonds to a company they 
never heard of, based on the 
promises of an unknown sales- 
man they will never even 
meet." 


Find out about mark-ups. Re- 


tail mark-ups are hefty — often 
50 to 100 per cent. Many boiler 
room mark-ups on gemstones 
are even higher. But a jeweler 
may charge 2 to 15 per cent 
commission on an unmounted 
gemstone. Do a thorough com- 
parative shopping job: give 
other gem dealers a detailed 
description of the stone you arc 
considering buying. Describe it 
in detail .by the 
grading 


characteristics: clarity, carat, 
cut and color. But don't be 
impressed by a pitchman's ex- 
pertise when he uses these 4C's 
with seeming authority. These 
words are in his first lesson. 
Make sure you are buying 
quality goods in each grading ; 


category. Slighy inferior quality 
in any one category can have a 
great adverse impact on the 
value of the stone. 


Don't kid yourself about gel- 


rich-quick potentials. To make 
any significant profits, you will 
have to hold your diamonds for 
at least two or three years. 


If you get a pitch or think you 


have been defrauded, write all 
details to your local U.S. Attor- 
ney and t:> your local BBB — 
which seems to be more active 
than any other organizations 
about warning cons'umers to 
beware of buying grossly 
overpriced and misrepresented 
diamonds. Don't delay. If you 
have received the diamonds, 
make sure they are what you 
actually ordered and, if they are 
not, complain at once. If they 
are what you ordered and were 
sold without misrepresentation 
or deception, put them away 
safely and in two years, check 
their sales prices. You might 
have made a little money. 


And back to the basic of 


basics: if you receive a phono 
call from a stranger who 
promises get-rich-quick profits 
in diamonds, shrug him off — 
and hang up!

WASHINWTON (AP) - The 


Law Enforcement Assistance

will lose its 10 regional offices in 
September.

offices were being 


closed in "an essential step to 
steamlining" the agency.

other than petroleum. 


This is known as "horizon- 


tal" divestiture. 


Backers 
claim 
such 
an 


approach has better odds of 
passage than the more radical 
surgery of splitting up oil 
companies into drilling, refin- 
ing and retailing components 
— called "vertical" divestiture. 


If the legislation, expected to 


be offered by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., bogs down 
in committee, supporters may 
try to take it directly to the 
floor as an amendment to other 
energy legislation. 


Although admitting that win- 


ning approval of any form of 
divestiture remains an uphill 
battle, supporters say the odds 
keep improving. 


They point to a greater 


awareness in Congress of the 
sprawling nature of the na- 
tion's big oil and gas com- 
panies. These firms control 
close to half of all U.S. coal and 
uranium reserves and have 
major stakes in oil shale, 
synthetic fuels and solar and 
geothermal power.
